TO HIS EXCELLENCY WILLIAM, BARON HEYTESBURY, 

LORD LIEUTENANT-GENERAL 
AND GENERAL GOVERNOR OF IRELAND. 

W E, the Ecclesiastical Commissioners for Ireland, whose hands and cor- 
porate seal are hereunto annexed, beg leave to report to your Excellency, 
pursuant to the provisions of the Act 3 & 4 Will. 4, c. 37, the proceedings of 
the Commissioners, for the year ending 1 st August instant. In respect to the 
augmentation of small livings, the Commissioners have, as opportunities were 
afforded, availed themselves of the power vested in them by the Act 3 & 4 Viet., 
c. 101, s. 6, by setting apart for augmentation purposes, out of the monies 
accruing from tithes and glebes disappropriated by orders of the Lord Lieutenant 
and Privy Council, a sum of 200 /. per annum, in the year 1841, and a sum of 
612/. 14.?. lid., in the year 1843, less by the charges incident for poor-rates 
and other necessary expenses. At the time of the disappropriations, a consider- 
able portion of the tithes so vested in them was under lease, and the Commis- 
sioners, finding the lease had but a few years to run, refused to renew, and the 
term having since expired, an increased annual amount of 270 /. 3 5 . 5 d. has 
been thereby insured to the fund, part of which has been also so set apart. 



We have the gratification to state to your Excellency that, within this year, 
the Commissioners have been enabled to apply the monies thus set apart to the 
augmentation of 41 Benefices, and, in doing so, they were most desirous of effect- 
ing the object wffich seemed to be contemplated by the Legislature, of aug- 
menting small livings to 100/. a year, late Irish currency, in the same manner 
as they are now empowered to apply the monies bequeathed by the late Primate 
Boulter. To Benefices of this class their attention has for the present been 
solely confined. Lists of such applications for augmentation as the Commis- 
sioners had received from Incumbents in the several Dioceses were sent to the 
respective Diocesans, and their opinion requested as to the merits of these or 
any other cases which they wished to bring under the notice of the Commis- 
sioners ; and having, in concurrence with the respective Bishops, selected the 
most deserving, they have been enabled to augment the following Benefices ;

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The augmentation salaries paid to the Clergy from and out of Primate Boulter’s 
Fund have, within the year, amounted to the sum of 4,396 £ 15 5.; and, under 
the powers vested in the Commissioners by the provisions of the Church Tem- 
poralities Acts, the sum of 6,409/. 15 s. 4 d. has been paid, in the way of stipends, 
to the City of Dublin, and to other Curates, and also to Diocesan School, 
masters. 

By the returns of Promotions and otherwise, it appears that six Dignities, 
consisting of the Deaneries of the Cathedral Churches of Limerick, Killalla and 
Emly, the Precentorship of the Cathedral Churches of Waterford and Emly, 
and the Archdeaconry of Clonfert; 14 Prebends, one Canonry, and 82 Bene- 
fices, have become vacant within the year, of which 18 only appear to be liable 
to tax. 

In respect to the aforesaid Dignities and Prebends, the Commissioners have 
from time to time notified to the Clerk of the Council the several vacancies as 
reported to them. Prom and out of the Deanery of Limerick your Excellency 
and the Privy Council have, by order of the 24th December 1844, been pleased 
to disappropriate the Rectorial Tithes of the Parish of Cappagh, of the annual 
value of 71/. 55., and to transfer same to the general fund of the Commissioners ; 
and as it did not appear that the discharge of the duties of this Parish required 
a Curate to be specially licensed thereto, the occasional duties of the Parish 
have been committed to the Perpetual Curate of the adjoining Benefice of Nan- 
tinan, on the recommendation of the Bishop of Limerick, at a stipend of 10 /. 
per annum. 

In regard to the vacancy in the Deanery of Emly, your Excellency and the 
Privy Council were pleased to disappropriate the emoluments thereof, amounting 
to 208/. 195. 11 d. per annum, and to transfer same to the general fund of the

vided for the discharge of the occasional duties of the Parishe^formingthe Corps 
of the Dignity. 

The vacancy in the Precentorship of Emly has been duly notified to the 
Clerk of the Council, and the circumstances of that Benefice, in respect to the 
disappropriation of any part of its revenues, are under the consideration of your 
Excellency and the Council. 

As respects the Archdeaconry of Clonfert, of the annual value of 70/. 95 . 10d., 
although the Incumbent did not appear to have Cure of Souls within any Parish 
appropriated to this Dignity, yet the Commissioners forbore to recommend that 
the appointment of a Clerk thereto should be suspended, having acquiesced in 
the views of the Bishop as to the necessity and importance of having an Arch- 
deacon resident in a Diocese which has been deprived of the local superintendence 
of its Bishop. They accordingly directed a statement to that effect, with the 
Bishop’s correspondence on the subject, to be transmitted for the information of 
your Excellency and the Privy Council, to be dealt with in such manner as 
should seem fit. 

The appointment of two only of the fourteen Prebends appeared to be liable 
to suspension ; viz., the Prebend of Modeligo, belonging to the Cathedral 
Church of Lismore, of the annual value of 135/., and the Prebend ofMonas- 
teroris alias Castropetre, belonging to the Cathedral Church of Kildare, of the 
annual value of 207 /. 135 . 6d., the appointment to which, on the recommendation 
of the Commissioners, your Excellency and the Council have been pleased to 
suspend, thereby vesting.in the Commissioners the revenues of these Prebends 
during such suspension ; but no provision for the discharge of the spiritual 
duties seemed necessary in either of these cases, as there are Vicars endowed in 
the respective Parishes of Modeligo and Castropetre; and the appointment to 
the .third Canonry of the Cathedral Church of Kildare, of the annual value 

of 
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of 64,/. 12 s. 2 d, has, on the Commissioners’ recommendation, beenalso suspended 
and its emoluments, in like manner, transferred as aforesaid. 

Under the 116th section of the Act of the 3 & 4 Will. 4 , c. 37 , the Commis- 
sioners hare, of their own authority, suspended the appointment of Clerks to the 
Benefices of Knavenstown, in the Diocese of Kildare, of the annual value of 
8 /. 9s., and of East Jerpoint, in the Diocese of Ossorv, of the annual value of 
1 r, 1 - 7 *' H*’ aslt a PP earei the certificates of the respective Oidinaries 

that Divine Service had not been celebrated within either of those Benefices 
tor the three years next preceding the 1st February 1833 . The income of 
Knavenstown has been allotted to the Incumbent of the neighbouring Benefice 
of Lackagh, to provide for the occasional duties ; and for the discharge of the 
occasional duties of East Jerpoint, as the convenience of the members of the 
Established Church seemed, in the judgment of the Diocesan, to require the 
services of the Clergymen of two adjoining Benefices, a stipend, approved 
of by the Bishop, has been allotted to each. 

With respect to the Chancellorship of Cashel, the appointment of a Clerk to 
which was in last years Report stated to have been suspended, we beg leave 
to mention that the right of Advotvson to the Parish of Clogher, one of the Bene- 
fices forming the Corps ofthat Dignity, has been since claimed by the assignee 
of an English bankrupt, by -whom a Clerk was presented to the Bishop of 
Cashel for institution, and, on his Lordship’s refusal to admit him, a writ of 
Quare impedit was issued ; and the Bishop having intimated to the Commis- 
sioners that it was not his intention to defend the action, the Commissioners 
felt very reluctant to incur the heavy expense of such a suit, in defending the 
title to a property of the trifling amount of 69/. 4s. Id., only temporarily vested 
in them, and of which they may at any moment be deprived ; but being advised 
by the Attorney-general [iiaL it was tlieir duty to resist the alleged right of the 
claimant, they accordingly notified the Bishop of Cashel to that effect, and 
requested his Lordship’s permission to use his name in the defence of the action 
at their expense. 

Under the Order in Council made in February 1841, disappropriating from 
the Treasurership of Limerick the Rectories of Cahirvalla and Emlygrenan, 
forming part of the Corps of that Dignity, and transferring same to the Eccle- 
siastical Commissioners, the Commissioners had entered into the receipt of the 
Tithe Rent-charge of both those Parishes, and of the Rent of the Glebe Land of 
Emlygrenan. In March 1841 the Bishop exercised his right of appointment 
to this Dignity, the emolument of which was supposed to be merely nominal, 
but, upon the subsequent appointment of the present Incumbent to the Treasurer- 
ship, he conceived he had a right to the Glebe Land, not only of Emlygrenan, 
but of the Parish of St. Patrick’s, which had been also disappropriated from the 
Treasurership, and erected by the Order aforesaid into a separate and distinct 
Benefice. In consequence of this claim, the Commissioners have been involved 
in a suit with the Treasurer, in respect of the Glebe of Emlygrenan Parish, 
which suit is still pending, the Commissioners having been advised by the most 
eminent Counsel that they were entitled to maintain their possession. 

We have to report that the proceedings taken by the Commissioners of 
Charitable Donations and Bequests, in relation to the Tithes o#the Parish of Cahir, 
as referred to in a former Report, have been terminated by an Order of the Lord 
Chancellor, on an application made by those Commissioners, whereby it wag 
ordered that the Ecclesiastical Commissioners and their successors should be 
appointed Trustees of the Charitable Bequests, under Bishop Gore’s will, they 
undertaking to administer the Bequest agreeably to the intentions expressed in 
the wall of the testator, and to expend the ‘ funds in rebuilding -and repairing 
• 3 * 7 - M 
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old ruined Churches in the Dioceses of Waterford and Lismore, and to open a 
separate Account on foot thereof ; and liberty having been given to the Ecclesi- 
astical Commissioners, as such Trustees, to commence proceedings to enforce 
payment of the arrears of the Charitable Fund, such proceedings have been com- 
menced, and we have every reason to expect that the amount due will be speedily 
recovered. In obedience to the above order, a separate Account has been opened 
in relation to this Bequest, and all sums received by the Commissioners on 
account thereof have been transferred thereto, and which has had the effect of 
diminishing their general fund by a sum of 1,424 /. 16 J. 1 d„ being the amount 
heretofore received on foot of Bishop Gore’s Bequest. 

The Commissioners had hoped that all demands arising under the head of 
Vestry Cess, which had accrued due on and before the passing of the Church 
Temporalities Acts, had been fully satisfied, but claims have been preferred and 
admitted on this account within the past year to the amount of 54 l. 17 s. 6 d. 

After providing for the several other charges, formerly defrayed by Vestry 
Assessment, the Commissioners have, within the year, appropriated to Church 
worls the sum of 24,000 /. , of which 18,469 l. 16 s. has been allocated to repairs, 
and 5,530 /. 4 s. to rebuildings, aided by private subscriptions to the amount of 
2,359/. Os. ti. 

The repairs undertaken by the Commissioners have been, in. conformity with 
their practice for some years past, such only as appeared absolutely necessary, 
and extend over about three-fourths of the Churches in Ireland ; many of these, 
daring preceding years, having been but partially repaired, and others, from the 
originally imperfect structure of the buildings, requiring a continued expenditure 
of small annual sums. 

Of the sum allocated to rebuildings, a portion has been granted to complete 
the works of nine Churches which had been in progress ; namely, of the 
Churches of Dromore, iu the Diocese of Clogher, for the accommodation of 
812 persons ; Loughguele, in the Diocese of Connor, for 320 ; Enniscorthy, in 
the Diocese of Ferns, for 800 ; Ballycuslane, in the Diocese of Ardfert, for 
160; Ardkeen, in the Diocese of Down, and Gallen, in the Diocese of Meath, 
for 220 each ; Kenawley, in the Diocese of Kilmore, for 350 ; and Charleville, 
in the Diocese of Cloyne, for 264 ; leaving a balance of 1,988/. 0s. 5 d. towards 
the rebuilding of five other Churches which had been selected as the most 
urgent from the list of applications then before the Board. The cases so selected 
were, Lusk, in the Diocese of Dublin ; Kilmurry, in the Diocese of Cork ; Drum- 
mullv and Finner, in the Diocese of Clogher ; and Kilmacrenan, in the Diocese 
of Raphoe. We have also to state that the Churches of Shanrahan, in the 
Diocese of Lismore ; Cloyne-priest, in the Diocese of Cloyne ; Tynagh, in the 
Diocese of Clonfert ; Kilcommon, in the Diocese of Killalla ; Carnew, in the 
Diocese of Ferns ; and Dysart Enos, in the Diocese of Leighlin, mentioned in the 
Report of 1843 as not having been then commenced, owing to difficulties over 
which the Commissioners had no control, are now In progress of being rebuilt. 
And although the Commissioners have not been enabled to appropriate any 
money to the enlargement of Churches, yet we have the satisfaction of reporting 
to your Excellency, that some few urgent cases of this nature have been lately 
undertaken by the parishioners at their own expense, the Commissioners fur- 
nishing the plans and specifications of the proposed works, with the assistance 
of their architect and inspectors during the progress of their execution. The 
cases referred, to are Pomeroy and Tandaragee, in the Diocese of Armagh ; 
Donoghmore, in the Diocese of Dublin; Killowen, in thq Diocese of Derry; 
Drumgooland, in the Diocese of Dromore ; Culfeitrim, in the Diocese of Connor ;

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Eglish, ill the Diocese of Meath ; Aughnamullen, 
Castleterra, in the Diocese of Kilmore.

Since the last Report to your Excellency, the following Churches rebuilt by 
the Commissioners have been opened for Divine Service: Maralin in the 
Diocese of Dromons, for the accommodation of 580 persons ; Ballysheehan and 
Ki behenny, both m the Diocese of Emly, the former for 130 persons and the 
latter for 120; Rmgrone and Knockavilly, in the Diocese of Cork, the former 
tor 150 and the latter for 180 ; Corcomohide, in the Diocese of Limerick for 
120 ; and Creagh CBallinasloe) , in the Diocese of Clonfert, for 780 ; and’ the 
Churches of Moyrus, in the Diocese of Team ; Ballycotton, in the Diocese of 
Cloyne ; Shanco, m the Diocese of Clogher ; and Killowen, in the Diocese of 
Cork ; erected altogether by means of private subscriptions, have been taken 
under the charge of the Board. 



The annual instalments payable to the Commissioners for the repairs of the 
Cathedral Churches of Armagh, Waterford, Elphin and Cashel, amounting to 
178Z. 0s. 3d., have been duly received, according to the proportions to be con- 
tnbuted by the respective Deans and Chapters under the terms of the certificates 
approved by the Lord Lieutenant and the Council. 



The Corporation of Dublin having, under the provisions of the 3 8c 4 
Viet., c. 108 , applied for the consent of the Commissioners to the sale of the 
Advowson of the Benefice of Clonturk alias Drumcondra, in the County and 
Diocese of Dublin, and it appearing that a suitable offer had been received for 
it with reference to the valuation previously made by a Notary Public, the Com- 
missioners signified their assent to a sale being completed on tile proposed terms. 
And with respect to other Advowsons claimed by the same Corporation, it ap- 
pearing that no proposals bad heen made for them when offered for sale, the 

Commissioners, at the instance of the Corporation, and under the advice of 
Counsel, signified their assent to the sale of these Advowsons being postponed 
until the 27th of October next. & ^ 

In regard to the sale of the Advowson of the Benefice of St. Mary’s, Clonmel 
in the County of Tipperary and Diocese of Lismore, proposed to be made by the’ 
Town Council of that Borough, no information on the subject has been received 
from that Corporation since the date of the last Annual Report. But with respect 
to the Advowsons belonging to the Corporation of Waterford, such information 
has been since received as enabled the Commissioners to authorize the Advowsons 
of the Unions of Killculliheen, Muckulla and Rathpatrick, of Poleroan, Port- 
nescnlly and Illud, and of Rosbercon, Desertmore, Ballygurrin, Kiknakevogue 
and Shanboe, in the County of Kilkenny and Diocese of Ossory, as also the 
Advowson of the Union of Dtmhill, Newcastle and Guilcagh, in the County of 
Waterford and Diocese of Lismore, to be offered for sale by public auction. A 
sum exceeding the valuation made at the instance of the Commissioners, who 
expressed their willingness to concur in the sale, was offered for the Advowson 
of the aforesaid Union of Kilculliheen ; but it is to be observed that neither 
with respect to this Advowson, nor that of Drumcondra belonging to the Cor- 
poration of Dublin, have the sales, so far as the Commissioners are aware, been 
yet completed. No adequate biddings were received for the Advowsons of the 
other Benefices which belong to the Corporation of Waterford. 

With respect to the Wardenship of Galway, the Bishop of Tuam having con- 
curred in opinion with the Commissioners that it would be for the interest of the 
members of the Established Church, within the respective Parishes, to dissolve 
the W ardenship before the Advowson should be offered for sale, theCommissioners 
requested of the Bishop, as the person most competent to advise them, to submit 
3 2 7- B for 
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for their consideration what, in his opinion, would be the most eligible and be- 
neficial division of the several Rectories and Vicarages belonging thereto, and a 
scheme for that purpose was accordingly furnished by his Lordship. In respect 
to the proposed division, some explanations seemed necessary, which the Com- 
missioners requested the Bishop to furnish for their information ; and being 
anxious to collect the opinions of all parties interested before coming to any 
determination on the subject, they directed the scheme to be submitted as well 
to the Warden of Galway as to the Town Commissioners for any observations they 
might think proper to make. In reply, the Warden stated that in his opinion the 
proposed scheme was a well-digested plan of division ; and the Town Commis- 
sioners replied that they had no observation to make in respect to the plan, but 
suggested other matters, in reference to parts of the demised property belonging 
to the Wardenship, which, in their opinion, required to be seriously considered 
before the Advowson should be offered for sale, as otherwise its value might be 
greatly depreciated. For their guidance in this matter, the Commissioners 
directed a case to be laid before Counsel, who advised that neither they nor the 
Galway Town Commissioners could interfere with the vested rights of the Warden 
and Vicars in respect to the demised property. Under these circumstances, the 
Commissioners, after further communications with the Bishop, both by letter 
and in person, have adopted the scheme of division suggested by the Diocesan, 
approved of by the Warden, who is well acquainted with the spiritual wants of 
the Union, and not objected to by the Town Council, who are interested in the 
sale of the Advowson to the best advantage. The draft form of instrument for 
effectuating this object has been prepared and forwarded to the Bishop for his 
approval, but has not as yet been returned by his Lordship. 

An agreement for a demise of the See-house and Demesne of Dromore had 
Wt» Mit^ndAploJ iy the Commissioners with Mr. Henry Thomas Bavlie. imrW 
which he had been put into possession of the premises as mentioned in the last 
Report ; but we regret to state that Mr. Baylie having failed to fulfil his agree- 
ment, the Commissioners have been compelled to resume the possession, and to 
take legal proceedings to enforce payment of the rent and compensation for 
injury done to the property whilst in his possession. 

A lease of part of the Mensal Lands of Raphoe had, with your Excellency’s 
approval, been executed to Mr. Samuel Kerr for a term of 20 years, at a rent of 
135/. per annum ; but Mr. Kerr having subsequently expressed a wish to sur- 
render that lease, with a view to his submitting another proposal for a term of 
999 years of the same premises, together with other parts of the Mensal Lands 
undemised, the Commissioners acceded to his desire, and, with the sanction of 
your Excellency, have accepted his second proposal for these lands, at a rent of 
200 /. per annum, on payment by him of a fine of 50Q/., and on his entering 
into security for the payment of 600/. by six annual instalments, being the 
value of the timber growing on the premises. Leases to this effect have been 
accordingly executed, and the fine of 500/., together with the first instalment of 
100 /. for the timber, has been paid ; and to prevent the necessity for the removal 
of a few under-tenants who had for some years held 36 acres 1 rood and 27 
perches of these lands, a license has been granted to Mr. Kerr to sublet the 
same to these persons as tenants from year to year, or for a term of 21 years. 

The leases in respect to another portion of these lands directed for Mr. David 
Wilson, as mentioned in the last Report, have since been executed, and the fine 
of 600 /. is credited in the Account hereunto annexed, together with the sum of 
33/. 8 s., the value of the timber growing on this farm. 

The leases, also, stated in the last Report to have been directed, of the See- 
house and Premises at Cashel, for the Dean and Chapter of that Diocese, have 

been 
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been executed ; and a consent has been given by the Commissioners to portions of 
the premises being sublet by the Dean and Chapter, in such manner as to carry 
out the arrangement already approved of by your Excellency. 3 

With reference to the Act of the 6 & 7 Viet., c. 67 , affording relief to 
the Bishop of Kilmore in respect of the building charge on that Sec, “the Com- 
missioners have paid to his Lordship, in the way of interest on that charge, the 
sum of 602/. Os. 8 i., and to the representative of the late Incumbent of Moymet, 
in the Diocese of Meath, the balance of the charge on the Glebe-house of that 
Parish, which payment, together with the expenses attendant on the Com- 
mission of dilapidations, amounted to 49/. ll s. 4d. 

With the view of effecting a considerable saving in the expenses attendant on 
the collection of the Revenues of the Board, the Commissioners have deemed it 
advisable to dispense with the services of local agents, except with respect to 
some small properties which, from their peculiar nature, could not be otherwise 
attended to ; and having established an agency office within xheir department, a 
scale of salaries was submitted to, and approved by, your Excellency, for such 
additional Clerks as appeared necessary for the due discharge of the business. 

In relation to the Perpetuity Purchases, 44 applications have been received 
within the year, of which four were from sub-tenants, and the remainder from 
immediate tenants. The sales of Perpetuities have amounted to 11,146/. 17 $. 6d. 
arising principally from applications received in preceding years, of which sum 
10 , 821 /. 18s. 2d. has been lodged in the Bank of Ireland to the credit of the 
Perpetuity Purchase Fund, and the residue, 324/. 19s. 4 d., has been secured by 
mortgage. And in discharge of the mortgages previously granted, the sum of 
5,801/. Os. 3d. has also been received. The monies arising from this source of 
revenue have been from time to time invested in the Government Securities, 

pursuant to the pro via ions o£ tKc Statute in tliis respect. 

An Account of the Receipts and Disbursements of the Commissioners to the 
1st instant is annexed to this Report, showing the sources from whence the 
Receipts have arisen, and the specific purposes to which they have been applied. 

All which is submitted to your Excellency’s consideration.
